TO KEEP IN BUDGET 


4-Day Furlough Order Is- 
sued, Postmaster Davis 


Explains Wednesday 


City mail deliveries in the resi- 


dential sections of Hope will be dis- 
continued in the afternoon, effective 
immediately, until July 1, Postmaster 
J. A. Davis announced Wednesday. 


The order limiting city deliveries to 


the morning only is made necessary 
by the government's effort to keep 
the Postoffice Department within its 
budget, forcing a furlough of postal 
workers everywhere, Mr. Davis said 
Deliveries in the business district, and 
on the rural mail routes, won't be af- 
fected by the reduction order. 


Postmaster's Statement 


His statement follows; 
"In order to keep expenditures of 


the Postoffice 
Department 
within 


budget allotments the 
Postmaster 


General has issued an order furlough- 
ing all presidential postmasters, of- 
ficials, and employes in postoffices, 
except rural carriers, four days dur- 
ing the remainder of the fiscal year, 
whcih ends June 30, 1934, and has 
authorized postmasters to curtail ser- 
vice to, the extent necessary to grant 
the furlough. 


"It will be necessary at this office 


to curtail service to some 
extent, 


<?3H£Stfcfe'<'UX.th?,city, delivery service. 
Deliveries in residential sections will 
be limited to one daily, and in the 
business district to two daily. Of 
course there may be days that it will 
not be necessary to curtail service to 
that extent, We will give the fullest 
service possible every day. 


"In cases of emergency where pat- 


rons of the city delivery service are 
expecting important mail in the after- 
noon we will be glad to hand it out 
to them if they will call at the post- 
office. However, it should be born in 
mind that we are furloughing the 
clerical force also and are short on 
help in the office. 


"The cooperation of the public is 


solicited during the emergency per- 
iod, 
which will last only until July 


1, after which full and complete ser- 
vice wil be resumed."

City Company was called as a witness 
in the stockholders'

against directors and former directors 
of the bank who allegedly have cost 
the institution $70.000,000 through mis. 
management during the past 10 or 12 
years. 


Ma\ Mitchell discussed his 17 years' 


association with the bank rnd its 
affiliate, the New National City, and 
then underwent examination by David 
L. Podell, lawyer for Mrs. Celia Gal- 
lin, tlie nominal plaintiff, as to "mel- 
ons" which the officers and directors 
of the company cut between 1921 and 
1931. 


"Was 
the resolution which brought 


about the profit-taking ever submit- 
ted at a meeting of, or in writing to 
the stockholders or certificate hold- 
ers?" Mr. Podell asked. 


"No," Mitchell said, "the matter 


never was presented to the stockhold- 
ers."

AAA submits the plan with fear, if 


not trembling. It asks milk and but- 
ter producers to say -whether they 
want it or not. The previous milk 
plan and other dairy efforts collapsed. 


After months of the most terrific 


brain-wrenching in New Deal history, 
participated in by all hanls at AAA. 
out popped this one as a last resort. 
' Secretary Wallace and AAA Ad- 
ministrator Davis are cool toward it 
Proponents 'have worked hard, thus> 
far vainly, to get the approval of 
Consumers' Counsel Fred Howe. Chief 
hackers of the plan -within AAA are 
.two minor administrators, Alfred D. 
Stedman and H. R. Toltey. 


AAA jitters -were revealed when, of 


the first two dairy industry represen- 
tatives to assail the plan violently, 
one was barred from the Department 
'of Agriculture and. the other officially 
and publicly castigated. 


American farmers get nearly 25 per 


cent of their income from milk—three 
times more than from -wheat, so any 
'national milk plan is important. 


^The plan would curb marketing of 
nfilk by 15'.per cent It involves ben- 
efit payments of ?165,000,e<X> to ?300,- 
000,000 to farmers reducing sales, and 
process taxes of half a cent a quart on 
milk and five cents a pound on but- 
ter. 


It would distribute some milk to un- 


derfed city children, 
Kill diseased 


cows, and redistribute healthy cows 
to needy farmers. 


Without the plan, AAA says, dairy 


farmers face new and more serious 
distress. But 
difficulties 
involving 


administration, farmer co-operation, 
and consumer reaction lie ahead. 


About six billion pounds of milk 


are sold by farmers marketing then- 
own. Farmers probably won't drink 
surplus milk and cow-killing adds to 
the meat control ipeoblem. 


Average 'milk consumption is well 


below adequate diet standards; if ev- 
everybody had enough 
milk, 
we'd 


need 15 million more cows. Increas- 
ed prices invariably reduce consump- 
tion. 


Boost Cor Brain Trust 


Imagine what Cal Coolctige would 


be thinking and saying about the 
brain trust were he alive! But one of 
the best, soundest defenses of it comes 
from a Coolidge friend and appointee 
out of conservative Vermont, Chief 
Counsel Robert E. Healy of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission.

Look for Signs of Ill-Health in the 


Vnder-xnule Child—He May Be 


Retared by Sickness 


If a child is .unwilling or cross, 


parents are prone to lay it to 
character. But ill-health may be 
the cause, as OUve Roberts Bar- 
ton points out in this article in her 
series on Child Training. 


There is an old saying that a per- 


son is no better than his stomach. I 
can vouch for the truth of this. I lay 
most of my sins of omission and com- 
mission to the fact that I have never 
been "strong," the result of two de- 
vastating illnesses in childhood. 


No one can write from the heart, or 


with conviction, who has not had this 
experience. The strong, well person 
cannot have the gift of understanding 
the misery or discouragement of 
chronic -weakness. Even parents, al- 
though they are sympathetic and wor- 
ried, cannot possibly interpret the 
straggle such a child goes through. 
The well never understand the sick, 
and the most heartless (unintention- 
ally) people are those who have never 
been in bed, a day in their lives. 


Such people acknowledge illness 


any when it has a "name" and the pa- 
tient is lucked between sheets with 
the doctor stopping At the door each 
day. But it just happends that a cer- 
tain physical defect is not so drama- 
tized. It goes t>y no name, or is not 
recognized at all. 


Age and youth 


Old, middle-aged and young often 


walk with one or seven devils tear- 
ing at them semewhere and yet the 
world expects these weak chemical 
engines to pull the train up hill and 
down dae with the same speed and 
energy as their more fortunate neigh- 
bors. We make allowance for age, and 
even middle-life. But we make al- 
most no allowance for children. 


Actually the majority of children 


;are healthy, but if we knew the truth, 
there are thousands trying to carry 
on the daily burden of school and 
home resposibility that are not fit 
for it. 


Sometimes recuperation after a se- 


vere illness takes months. Even the 
most sympathetic and understanding 
mother will begin to worry after a 
while about school and she may say 
something like this: "You're missing 
so- much. It's going to be hard to 
make up. I think by Monday or Tues- 
day you'd better be starting on your 
back work and I'll 
send for your 


books." 


•Lowering Resistance 


Jimmy lies in bed and worries, or 


creeps about the house and worries. 
Then finally he gets at back lessons 
when his mind is in no state to be 
driven, or his body, either. And so 
the records of the school won't look 
too scuttled, and to avoid the humil- 
iation of not passing, he studies or is 
sent back to school before he is quite 
ready. The reserve gained is used up. 
He loses interest in all school work, 
his appetite gees and tonics are re- 
sorted to to build him up. 


Then we are terribly surprisedwhen 


a month or two later the child who 
was so well before goes down with a 
second illness, something entirely dif- 
ferent, perhaps, but directy traceable 
to the first attack, as reduced vitality 
and defense leave the small body 
vulnerable to germs that suddenly be- 
come pathological. 


We are told that the mind itself, as 


a thinking machine, does not tire, bul 
however true this may be, the brair 
is a physical as well as a mental or- 
gan and depends upon good blood 
and nourishment, and must be free ol 
a trainload of worries to do its work 


Health Behind Behavior 


In the last five years, condition; 


have been adverse to child health anc 
happiness, poor 
environment, fooc 


lacking in chemical variety, or even 
wanting altogether, and illness receiv- 
ing scant attention. The general health 
of our children has been depleted 
Are they fit, therefore, to carry or 
as usual? Can schools expect no holei 
in their reports? Can parents expec 
the same normal conduct and happy 
behavior? 


Not as I see it. 
Ai Jong as a child is up and about 


we ta). •* it for granted he is w*il. He 
is naturally courageous and energetic 
so his pallor, »r sunken eyes deceive 
us. If he is slow or unwilling or 
cross, we lay it to character. Some ol 
it may be, but mountains of it can bt 
laid to the door of health. The un- 
der-grade child is too often a martyr 
to our blindness. And it is a terrible, 
terrible pity.

The medium breakfast consists of 


fruit, cereal, eggs or their equivalent, 
bread and beverage, 
lit is suitable 


lor school children, adults who are 
active physically and those who take 
very little luncheon at noon. 


The heavy breakfast adds an, extra 


hot dish to the medium 
breakfast 


menu. Persons who are engaged in 
.strenuous muscular work and those I 
whose total food requirements for the 
day are high need this kind of meal. 


For Inactive Persons 


Keeping 
these 
classifications in 


mind, it is simple to plan one break- 
fast menu which will meet the needs 
of all members of a family no matter 
how diversified their interests. 
The 


inactive person may merely refuse 
the extra dishes and concentrate on 
the light or medium items. 


The child's breakfast should furnish 


every necessary element for proper 
nourishment. His stomach has been 
without food for the longest period 
during the twenty-four hours, and is 
ready for a meal which will supply 
iood for energy since an active child 
uses up a vast amount of nervous and 
muscular energy during the 
day. 


Fruit or fruit juice, hot or cold cereal 
with cream or top milk, milk or cocoa 
made with wilk, toast and a soft cook, 
cd egg milker a full-balanced break- 
last for a growing child.
